The new study, Guidance Before College, was made by Dr. Dwight 
L. Arnold, director of guidance testing, and Dr. Martin FL Baron, 
associate professor of psychology. 
They point out two factors that 
make the "marginal” student s 
chances even slimmer. 
Firstly, the average student’s 
grades drop from a B-plus high 
school average, for instance, to a 
B-minus average in college.
